Cinnamons 
and (r) cloves under the free licensing schemes— Import policy far 
the licensing period April ‘77— March ’78 

No. 38-ITC(PN)/77. —Attention is invited to the provision contained against 
S Nos 23—27 in Appendix 2 of the Import 'Trade Control Policy Booh (Volume I) 
for April 1977—-March 1978 regarding issue of licences for import of (1) dates, ( 11 ) 
dry fruits, (ill) nutmegs/mace, (iv) cinnamons and (v) cloves under the free licens¬ 
ing scheme. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that — 

(i) licences for import of aforesaid items will be granted on the basis of firm 
commitment entered into by the applicant with the overseas suppliers. 
Applications for grant of licences for the aforesaid items should, there¬ 
fore, be accompanied by photostat copy of firm offer and acceptance 
through cables or letters showing the quantity, price and delivery/] 
shipping schedule etc 
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(ill In the case ol (i) dry Irmts and (u) dates, the value of Import licences 
will be equal to the contracted value subject to a maximum of Rs 10,000 
for each item. Import licences issued will not, however, be valid for 
import of dry fruits and dates from Afghanistan as provided m the 
import policy 

(nij In the case of nutmeg/maee, cloves and cinnamon, import licences will 
be granted for the contracted value subject to a maximum of Rs. 10,000 
for each item Established Importers of these items who are holding 
quota certificates will be granted import licences for the value con¬ 
tracted or equal to the value of quota certificates subject to a maximum 
of Rs, 1 lakh, whichever is lower. 

(iv ) All licences which have already been issued for the aforesaid items and 

against which no Arm commitment by way of opening of nrevocable- 
letters of credit, or any other Irrevocable commitment'to import the 
goods have been made wlthm 3 months from the date of Issue of such 
licences, will be automatically deemed to have been invalidated for 
importation. 

(v) All licences which have already been issued in respect of the aforesaid 
v items will be deemed to have been issued subject to the conditions that 

irrevocable commitment to import the goods should be made within 
3 months from the date of issue of licences, failing which licences will 
be deemed to have been automatically invalidated for importation. 

(vl) The licensee will be required to submit a report to the licensing authority 
concerned as soon as the imports have been effected 

(vli) Inability to etlcct imports on the basis of licences issued in terms of 
this public notice for reasons beyond the control of the licensee, should 
be reported to the licensing authority concerned within 10 days from 
the date of which the licensee has failed to effect imports as per the - 
original contract 

3 Applicants, who have already submitted applications for grant of licences 
for import of (1) dates, (it) dry fruits for the licensing periods April 1976—March 
1977. and April 1977-~-March 1976 and for (i) nutmegs/mace, (llj cinnamons and 
fill) cloves in terms of the policy for April 1977— March 1978 should also produce 
to the licensing authority concerned evidence of firm import contracts made by 
them with the overseas suppliers, as providel m para 2(i) above and licences will 
be granted only In terms of this public notice No Import licences will be granted 
against such pending applications, and these will be d“emed to have been rejected 
unless the provisions ol this public notice are complied with within a period of 
3 months of the date of this public notice.
